Hats off to the game of football, 
pulled off on the Hamlin field last

W h o lesa le su p p lie rs w ere 
asked today to use a “com m on 
sen se approach” in allocating

Duke 
R. 
Ligon, 
D irector, 
O ffice of Oil and G as, U. S. 
Departm ent of the Interior, told 
w holesale suppliers that “The 
m andatory program does not 
require that all custom ers be 
reduced to the sam e volum es 
(of fuels) purchased in 
1972, 
unless a reduction is n ecessary 
to ensure that all custom ers get 
a fair share of their 1972 pur­ 
ch ases ” 
Ligon pointed out that while 
the producers state that su p­ 
pliers can use w hatever sup­ 
plies they have left over in any 
way that they see fit — after the 
w holesale purchasers obtain IOO 
percent of the fuels they pur­ 
chased during the sam e month 
of 1972 — a “com m on sense 
approach” should be follow ed in
